Viet Cong Stud 
To Use Aerial 
Bombs on Land 

SAIGON, July 15 (Reuters).— 
Viet Cong guerrillas Saturday 
night, lobbed an American-made 
250-pound aerial bomb into Fhu 
Lao. a small South Vietnamese 
hamlet, fe-miwg eight civilians — 
and left army officers here 
wondering how they did it. 

The bomb apparently had 
been dropped by an American 
or South Vietnamese plane and 
recovered by the guerrillas 
after it failed to explode. 

An American officer in Da 
Nang— 17 miles north of Fhu 
Lao— told Reuters that the 
Viet Cong had developed this 
method of using un exploded 
heavy bombs: 

The guerrillas move the 
bomb near their target and 
prop it up on a mound of 
earth or a stand. Explosives 
are then packed around and 
behind it, and detonated to 
hurl the bomb up to about 300 
yards. 

This may have been the 
method used to hit Phu Lao, 
where IB other civilians were 
wounded, 15 homes destroyed 
and 30 houses badly damaged.

U.S. Called Legally liable 
For Some Con Son Inmates 
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LONG BINS, South Vietnam, 
July 15 (AP). — A U£. military jury 
yesterday found Spec. 4 John R 
LaNasa. 23. not guilty of un- 
premeditated murder and assault 
in the death of a South Vietnam- 
ese Army deserter suspected of 
being a Viet Cong- 

Spec. LaNasa was accused in the 
death last Sept. 5 of Do Van Man, 
a Vietnamese who was captured by 
a 9th Infantry Division unit in the 
Mekong Delta. 

The defense conceded that the 
defendant had shot the prisoner 
but contended that he was unable 
to see anything improper in the 
order issued to him by the 
platoon leader to shoot the man. 
The platoon leader, 1st, Lt James 
B. Duffy, 23. was convicted In a 
trial last March of involuntary 
manslaughter and is serving a six- 
month sentence. 


WASHINGTON, July 15 CNYT>. — 
State Department officials said 
yesterday that the United States 
has a legal responsibility for the 
kind of treatment given civilian 
prisoners lt turns over to the South 
Vietnamese government. 

This means, according to the of- 
ficials, that the UH. has a legal 
obligation to try to correct in- 
adequate conditions in South Viet- 
namese jails— euch as the .contro- 
versial Con Son prison— In which 
civilians taken as prisoners by 
of -American forces are ultimately 
confined. 

The officials who expressed these 
views are lawyers for the State 
Department who asked not to be 
Identified. They said, however, that 
they have notified the department's 
top officials dealing with Viet- 
namese affairs that the UJ3. has 
these legal responsibilities. 

Specifically, this means that, if 
recent charges concerning “tiger 
cages," overcrow d ing and the 
throwing of lime on prisoners at 
Con Son are correct, the American 
government is required to take ac- 
tion to protect from such lTihnmarw 
treatment any prisoners it captured 
who are now in Can Son. 

There is no way of knowing, ac- 
cording to State Department of- 
ficials, in what jails civilian pris- 
oners token by UJS. personnel are 
confined.

The proposal by Democratic 
Hep. William D. Hathaway, of 
Maine, would have required that 
all committee and wihnnmmWjii 
meetings be public unless the com- 
mittee voted at the beginning of 
each daily session, in public and 
with a majority of its members 
present, to close the meeting. 

The bill, as reported, provides 
that aH committee hearings and 
voting meetings should be public 
unless the committee votes to close 
them. But a committee could- adopt 
a rule at the beginning of each 
Congress' that its voting sessions be 
closed.

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Hickel Warns Big Industries 
On Mercury-Polluted Waters

WASHINGTON. July 15 CWP) 
Interior Secretary Walter J. Hic k el 
yesterday threatened quick court 
action against mercury polluters — 
including some industrial giants — 
“if corrective measures axe not 
taken swiftly on local levels. 

He ordered both the Federal 
Water Quality Administration 
(which he wfQ lose to a new en- 
vironmental agency to the fall) and 
the UJS. Geological Survey (which 
be will keep) to seek' out polluters. 

He also wired 17 state governors 
urging strong action, as new re- 
ports of mercury pollution con- 
tinued, and Sen. Philip A Hart, 
D-, Mich., announced Senate en- 
vironmental subcommittee hearings 
July 39 and 30 to probe “this 
widespread threat." 

Mr. Hickel did not name specific 
industries. But these 12 firms, it 
was learned, have been among the 
rp gtn ones who have dumped the 
poisonous, element into rivers or 
lakes as part of chemical process- 
ing: 

AiJigd Chemical (Buffalo, N.YJ; 
Dextrex Chemical Industries (Ash- 
tabula, Ohio) ; Diamond Sham- 
rock (Patnesvllie.

Assistant Treasury Secretory for 
Enforcement and Operations Eu- 
gene T. Rossides . said the figures, 
which were compiled from police 
reports, are “extremely conserva- 
tive."

The assistant secretary said that 
Molotov cocktails are “chosen 
three-to-one over explosives” but 
that explosives present a greater 
hazard to the public and induce 
greater terror and consternation 
among our people ..." 

He urged that controls over 
aval 1 ability of explosives be tight- 
ened. 

Mr. Rossides said that in 64 per- 
cent of the reported cases the in- 
vestigators were not able to de- 
termine Who was responsible. 

He said that of the remaining 36 
percent, 56 percent were attribut- 
able to campus disturbances. 19 
percent to “black extremists” and 14 
percent to “white extremists." In 
addition, another 8 percent were 
attributed to criminal causes such 
as arson far insurance. 2 percent 
to labor disputes and 1 percent to 
"religious difficulties.” 

Mr. Rossides said the extremists 
included both those on the left and 
those on the right and that campus 
unrest included the activities of 
campus hangers-on. 

Though the figures were not 
broken down to show who was to 
blame for the threats and who 
for the actual bombings, the as- 
sistant secretary said that “the fi- 
gures do graphically reveal that 
terrorist acts of violence and 
ftrtftrahy by bombing have reached 
menacing proportions in our coun- 
try.” 

The survey, conducted by the 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms Di- 
vision of the internal Revenue 
Service, showed that from January. 
1989. to April, 1970. there were 3,355 
reports of fire bombing, 975 cases 
of explosive bombings, 1,475 at- 
tempts where bombs did not go off 
and 35,129 bomb threats. -

Demonstration at New Haven 

NEW HAVEN, Cozun, July 15 
i AP ) . — Sympathizers demonstrated 
outside the court as testimony be- 
gan yesterday In the trial of one 
of the eight Black Panthers charg- 
ed with killing another party 
member. 

The defendant, Lonnie 
24, is charged wit7 kidnaping 
resulting In the death of Alex 
Rackley of New York City. Rackley, 
the police say, was suspected by 
party members of being an in- 
former. His body was found in a 
river at Mlddlefield, Cornu, on May 
21. 1969. 

Others scheduled to be tried later 
include Bobby G. Seale, a co- 
founder and national chairman of 
the party. 

The demonstrators— mostly white 
— gathered across the street from 
the courtroom building today. 

As the trial opened, state police- 
man George J. Heg. told the jury 
of nine whites and three blacks that 
among the articles turned over to 
the FBI after RackleYs body was 
found were “wire that was found 
around the victim’s heck," adhesive 
tape from both wrists and fibers 
resembling clothesline from the 
victim’s neck. 

The police have claimed that 
Rackley was brought to New Haven 
from New York City, tortured in 
an effort to make him confess he 
was an informer, and was bound 
and taken to Middlefield to be 
shot 

The Panther party has main- 
tained that Rackley was a member 
in good standing. Some Panther 
spokesmen have charged that 
Rackley was lolled, by "police 
agents." 


Federal Agency Discloses 


Car Pollution Doubles Permissible Level 
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By Morton Mintz 

WASHINGTON. July 15 <WP). 
—Federal investigators, using 
sophisticated new techniques to 
measure automotive pollution, said 
yesterday that cars now certified 
85 meeting government standards 
actually are failing them di5~ 
mally. 

In fact, according to the Na- 
tional Air Pollution Control Ad- 
ministration, the cars are emitting 
twice as much carbon m o no x id e 
and hydrocarbons as they are 
supposed to do. 

The ex planat ion Ues in the dif- 
ference between the new and 
existing testing procedures. The 
cars that fail under the new meth- 
ods pass under the old ones. 

The disclosure Is expe cted to 
aggravate a continuing controversy 
about the efficacy of clean-air 
systems that cost new-car buyers 
$50 each and that have ’■ drawn 
bitter criticism from Capitol Hill 
and consumer advocates* 


NAPCA Commissioner John T. 
Middleton announced at a press 
conference that the agency is 
formally proposing that the new 
test procedures take effect -start- 
ing with the 1972 model cars. 

If the procedures are . adopted 
a6 planned, the 1972 cars will be 
the first to meet the goals set for 
the 1970 models. 

Under current .regulations. . the 
1970 vehicles theoretically must be 
equipped to' reduce hydrocarbons 
,80 percent and carbon- m o n o xid e 69 
percent, ak compared .with .emis- 
sions from pre-1970 cars lacking 
control systems. 

Finely tuned, prototypes actually 
accomplished these redactions, ss 
measured by the existing test pro- 
cedures, but under the new proce- 
dures. the reduction to hydro- 
carbons was, 69 percent, or ll per- 
centage point less, than the re- 
quirement*. and in carbon monox- 
ide 60 :percenfc.or nine - percent- 
age points less.- 1 

The" differences were -more- 


startling in terms of the 
actual quantities emitted. For 
hydrocarbons 12 grams per mile 
were measured under the present 
system, as compared with 4.6 un- 
der the new. For carbon monoxide 
there was again a difference ex- 
ceeding 100 percent— 23 grams 
under the existing system, 4.7 un- 
der the new standards.

A Mailers 9 Strike 
May Shut Down 
N.Y. Times, New r s 

NEW YORK, July 15 (NYT). — 
New York Mailers’ union No. 6 
announced yesterday that its 500 
members at the Daily News would 
strike that paper at 12:01 am. 
Friday because their contract 
negotiations had reached an im- 
passe. 

The New York Times, which has 
also been negotiating with the 
mailers, said it would suspend 
publication if the mailers struck 
the News. It said the economic 
settlement Involved was common 
to both papers. 

In an effort to head off the 
threatened strike. Theodore W. 
Kheel, chief mediator in the dis- 
pute, summoned the publishers of 
the city’s tour major dallies and 
the mailers to resume 6-month-old 
contract negotiations at 4 pm. to- 
day. 

The mailers count, bundle and 
tie the papers as they come off 
the conveyors leading from the 
presses. This operation is prelim- 
inary to delivery of the copies to 
readers. 

Similar negotiations with the 
mailers have been under way at 
the New York Post and the Long 
Island Press. Management spokes- 
men at those two dallies said they 
had not yet decided whether they 
would also shut down if the News 
were struck. 


House Group 
Asks Data on 
Guest Orators 

Security Unit Wants 
To Know Size of Fee

WASHINGTON. Joly 15 (WP). 
—The House Internal Security 
Committee has sent letters to 179 
colleges and universities. 
them to list all their guest speak- 
ers for the last two years, how 
much the speakers were paid and 
by whom. 

The letters, which were sent out 
several weeks ago. were brought to 
light yesterday by Rep. Louis 
Stokes. D.. Ohio, who called them 
“a direct encroachment on academ- 
ic freedom." 

A committee spokesman said they 
were just the reverse; that the 
whole exercise was voluntary and 
the letters had been phrased delib- 
erately to avoid “an investigative 
aura or demand." 

The letters were intended, the 
spokesman said, to find out whether 
“speaking is a source of finance" 
for groups the committee has been 
investigating. Among the groups, 
he said, are the Black Panthers, 
Students for a Democratic Society 
and the New Mobilization Com- 
mittee to End the War in Vietnam. 

Letters were sent to three schools 
in eac h of the 50 states, “plus any- 
where we read newspaper articles 
of revolutionary speakers." he 

Such universities as Yale and 
Berkeley were sent the inquiries. 
Berkeley said it had sent in its 
reply on Monday. 

John F. Morse, spokesman for 
the American Council on Education, 
said he had received from 20 
or 25 schools in the last ten days, 
most of them complaining about 
the difficulty of compiling the in- 
formation, a few ra isin g questions 
about “academic freedom.” 

Mr. Morse met yesterday with 
Rep. Richard H. Ichord, D_ Mo„ 
the committee chairman, and said 
afterward. “I did not feel Ichord’s 
attitude was in any way a witch- 
hunting attitude.” 

Mr. Morse noted that universi- 
ties are already required to report 
to the Internal Revenue Service 
all honoraria in excess of $600. 

But Rep. Stokes, who is a mem- 
ber of the committee, notified Case 
Western Reserve University in his 
home town of Cleveland that it 
could ignore the letter “with im- 
punity." 

The Internal Security Commit- 
tee is the successor to the House 
Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities.

Two Ex-Cabinet Ministers 
Reportedly Indicted in Spain 


MADRID. July 15 (NYT>. — 
Spain's supreme Court has voted 
to indict two dismissed cabinet 
ministers in a manrifti 

and has asked parliament to lift 
the Immuni ty of the head of the 
Bank of Spain so that he too may 
be prosecuted, reliable source dis- 
closed today. 

Observers inside and outside the 
government agree that the scandal, 
involving export funds, has grows 
to a point where it seriously 
threatens the survival of the pres- 
ent cabinet. 

Government spokesmen would 
not confirm the indictment report 
today, but they did not deny it.

Infernal Combustion 


Sir Winston Churchill, in what was prob- 
ably an Intended slip of the tongue, once 
referred in a public speech to the “infernal 
combustion engine.'* That device is now 
under a degree of fire that may afford some 
consolation to the directors of the Penn- 
Central Railroad, bankrupted, among other 
causes, by the competition of the auto- 
mobile. 

The American car, in fact. Is attacked on 
at least two fronts. One is the highway 
death rate, which has at least impelled a 
few students— very few— to bum their driving 
licenses rather than their draft cards. Zt 
has also inspired the federal government to 
a series of safety regulations which may 
reach a kind of culmination If Douglas 
Toms, the administration’s auto -safety 
chieftain, has his way in the compulsory 
Introduction of automatically Inflatable air 
bags which, on Impact with another vehicle 
or fixed object, would cushion the passengers 
against Injury. 

More fundamental is the drive, now backed 
by the United Auto workers themselves, on 
the automobile’s means of propulsion, be- 
cause of the pollutants it casts into the 
atmosphere. Much experimentation is under 
way— -with fuels and with engines— to tem- 
per the fouling effects of exhausts, while 
at the same time trying to avoid too much 
fouling of the engines themselves. Similar 
experimentation, with electric and steam 
power, is endeavoring to get to the roots of 
the matter. 

It is popular, of course, to blame the auto- 


mobile manufacturers for falling to Intro- 
duce safety factors on their own Initiative, 
and the government for failing to force them 
to do so. This assumes that the vast ex- 
pansion in the number of cars on the road 
Is one of the evils of a consumer economy. 
But this is only partly true. The encourage- 
ment given automobile transport came from 
all segments of the community. The in tra- 
duction of mass-produced cars was hailed 
as a triumph of democratic capitalism by 
making quick transportation available to 
virtually everyone, and It did effect a revo- 
lution in habits and even in morals. But 
like so many panaceas. Including a large 
number Of "Wonder drugs,” possible side 
effects were Ignored until experience had 
made It impossible to do .so. Then, of 
course, a clamor arose for dramatic solu- 
tions. 

In the case of the automobile, these solu- 
tions must be, and are being, sought. But 
they are neither easy nor cheap to achieve. 
Moreover, care must be taken not to lose 
the good the internal combustion engine has 
accomplished. It is easy enough, for example, 
to think nostalgically of some surrey with a 
fringe on top, clop-clopping down a shaded 
by-road, and contrast it with the lethal 
stream of traffic on a freeway. But as a 
Bermudian once remarked, when a visitor 
condoled with him on the substitution of the 
car for the carriage on the island’s coral- 
lined lanes, the horse economy wasn’t all 
that good. "We needed a lot of them,” he 
said, “and they drew, flies.”

Early this month Leonid I. Brezhnev told 
the Soviet Communist party Central com- 
mittee that "the year 1670 will be memo- 
rable for our party and the entire Soviet 
people because this year there will take 
place the 24th congress Of the Communist 
party of the Soviet Union.’’ Preparations for 
the congress, he confidently predicted, "will 
call forth & new, expansion of the political 
and labor activity of the Communists, of 
the entire Soviet people.” He Spoke of the 
decision to hold the 24th congress this year 
as an accomplished fact. Then, less than 
two weeks after Mr. Brezhnev's speech, the 
announcement came that the 24th congress 
■win not be held until March of next year. 
Mr. Brezhnev had proved a poor prophet 
It Is virtually unprecedented for the No. 1 
leader of the Soviet Union to be thus pub- 
licly disavowed on a domestic issue, and so 
quickly. The possibility arises that Mr. 
Brezhnev presented a proposal to the Cen- 
tral Committee to hold the congress this 
year, and was defeated. If so, that would 
explain the rash of rumors that swept Mos- 
cow, immediately after the last Central 
Committee meeting that there would be 
sweeping changes In the Soviet leadership, 
and that Mr. Brezhnev himself was on the 
way out. Since the Communist party first 
secretary is now scheduled to dediver the 
main report to the congress next March, 


those rumors appear exaggerated. Neverthe- 
less, this curious combination of events does 
not raise Mr. Brezhnev's prestige. 

It is not difficult to discern the trouble- 
some issues on which there are deep splits 
in the Kremlin, splits that are the most 
likely explanation for the postponement of 
the congress. It can be taken for granted 
that after ruling the Soviet Union for nearly 
six difficult post-Khrushchev years, there 
are many tensions in the Politburo and even 
In the Central Committee. Tbere must be 
bitter quarrels about personnel changes In 
the Politburo and the secretariat. 

There are major economic choices to be 
made as the Soviet leadership is pinched by 
the inadequacy of its resources in trying to 
meet all Its domestic needs as well as cope 
with the high cost of its war machine and 
of its foreign adventures. The continued 
insolubility of the problems behind the con- 
frontation with China must provoke deep 
misgivings and serious difference of opinion, 
as must questions connected with relations 
with the United States. 

On July 2, Mr. Brezhnev believed these 
problems were sufficiently under control to 
hold the party congress this year. It is 
thought-provoking that some superior power 
in Moscow has reached and Imposed a dif- 
ferent conclusion.

On Aug. 25, 1968, a handful of Russians 
demonstrated for two or three minutes in 
Red Square against Soviet aggression in 
Czechoslovakia before being arrested. 

Natalia Gorbanevskaya, a young poetess, 
took part in the manifestation. She later 
explained in a letter to The New York 
Times: "We were able, even if briefly, to 
break through the sludge of unbridled lies 
and cowardly silence and thereby demon- 
strate that not all citizens of our country 
are in agreement with the violence carried 
out in the name of the Soviet people.” 

Madame Gorbanevskaya was later re- 
leased. perhaps because she Is the mother 
of two small children. Even earlier the 
secret police had attempted to confine her 
to an Insane asylum — an attempt which 
failed when the examining physicians found 
her perfectly normal. 

But the KGB — the committee on state 


security— is persistent. Last December they 
arrested the poetess again, this time for a 
demonstration on the 90th anniversary of 
Stalin's birth- Now. they took no chances. 
Through the mechanism of a special KGB 
psychiatric institution, the Serbsky Psychi- 
atric Institute in Moscow, Madame Gorba- 
nevskaya has been subject to court action 
In absentia, and committed to a "special 
hospital.” 

As was feared, the rescue not long ago of 
the famous biologist Zhores Medvedev from 
a similar KGB attempt was an exceptional 
event. The plain truth is that the- KGB Is 
prepared to utilize an; means to suppress 
voices of liberal dissent from the general 
public. “Political insanity” has apparently 
become so troublesome that a whole net- 
work of KGB pseudo-psychiatric facilities 
has been established to cope with It.

The most serious, though less dramatic, 
element of the foreign trade equation is 
exports, not imports. We have no need to 
worry about the latter for as long as a 
deficit In visible trade continues to be 
covered by the handsome surpluses on "in- 
visible” earnings. Last month probably saw 
the first slight overall deficit in the current 
account of the balance of payments for 


many months. But as long as the visible

Tr uman and Secretary of War 
Henry L. Stimson were then at 
Potsdam for the conference with 
Winston Churchill and Josef 
Stalm. A top secret urgent cable 
to Stimson guardedly said: "Operat- 
ed on tws morning. Diagnosis not 
yet -complete but results seem sat- 
isfactory and already exceed ex- 
pectations.'’ 

Stimson told Churchill that the 
test "has exceeded our expecta- 
tions.” When the President told 
Stalin that tbe United States had 
just exploded a weapon of unusual- 
ly destructive force, Stalin replied: 
*T am glad to hear it and I hope 
you make good use of it against tbe 
Japanese.” Churchill had been in 
on the secret: Stalin bad not been 
told by his American allies In tbe 
war against Hitler. 

. Stalin was not unaware of the 
Manhattan Project. One of those 
officially present at Alamogordo 
that day, watching to see if the 
calculations were co rre ct, was 
Klaus Fuchs. When he was ar- 
rested in February, 1950, Fuchs said 
that while he had worked at toe 
Los Alamos laboratory, near Ala- 
mogordo, on tbe bomb, “I did what 
I considered to be tbe worst I have 
done, namely to give information 
about the principle of the design 
of the plutonium bomb” 

The previ o u s September Truman 
had announced that the Soviet 
Union had exploded its first nu- 
clear device. The atomic club now 
had two members. 

Today the club has five members 
and despite the nuclear non-pro- 
liferation treaty toe club member- 
ship is not yet closed, japan, In- 
dia, Israel, at least, are potential 
members and there may be others. 

Still, as Dean Rusk said when 
he wound up right years as Sec- 
retary of- State, it was Indeed an 
accomplishment that no nuclear 
weapon had been used in anger 
since Hiroshima and Nagasaki back 
in 1945.

But 
some semi-good news is coming 
to the administration on one front. 

A wide range of signs suggest 
that the worst Is over in toe econ- 
omy. The bad times are bottoming 
out; and toe interesting question 
now is whether tbe turn-around 
can come fast enough to help the 
Republicans in the fall elections. 

The most important signal of 
what has been happening comes 
from an esoteric blinker — toe bond 
market. According to a technical 
lingo that seems to come out of 
early P.G. Wodehonse, there has 
been for the past month “a rally 
in bonds.” 

What that means is that private 
Investors are coming forward eager- 
ly to buy corporate offerings. The 
buying surge reflects a confidence 
that inflation is finally in hand. 
No one would be purchasing good 
corporate bonds at 8$ percent this 
week— which is the current yield— 
If they felt they might be able to 
get, say 9.5 percent next month. 

This confidence that rates axe 
leveling off, and indeed may be 
coming down, seems to express a 
basic fact of economic life. The 
great boom in corporate spending 
for new plant and equipment is 
evidently coming to a close. Ac- 
cording to the National Industrial 
Conference Board, the thousand 
largest corporations cut back spend- 
ing on expansion by 15 percent 
between the last quarter of 19&J 
and the first quarter of 1970, 

That downward trend seems to 
be continuing. And if so. the In- 
flationary surge of the past few 
years is plainly tapering off. For 
the big spenders of the past few 
years— the true villain of the most 
recent inflationary surge— has not 
been government, or the consumer 
or even the unions. The big push 


.Moot Important of all there, is 
consumer spending, since con- 
sumers receive about $800 billion 
a year in income, they are — by far — 
toe biggest component in the total 
economy. A slight change in their 
buying habits can have tremendous 
impact 

Traditionally consumers spend 
about 94 to 95 percent of disposable 
income. But recently there has 
been an increased propensity to 
save. Far reasons not clear to 
anybody, the amount of disposable 
income being spent has dropped to 
93 percent. 

Recently, however, . there has 
been a drop hi federal taxes and 
action to increase social security 
payments. The guess is that these 
developments win combine with the 
slowing of inflation to bring con- 
sumers back to the market In their 
usual force. 

Additionally, there is the matter 
of housing. High interest payments 
offered by banks have drained 
funds away from toe savings and 
loan institutions which finance 
much of the private fronting mar , 
ket. In consequence, housing has 
been down, and in states and in- 
dustries dependent upon housing 
—for example, lumber in Oregon— . 
there has been severe economic 
difficulty. 

But with more investors prepared 
to buy bonds, interest rates will be 
declining at least slightly. That 
will make money more easily avail- 


able to saving* and loan institu- 
tions. And that- should stimulate 
a modest recovery in housing. 

What this is that the 

administration’s basic plan for toe 
economy seems to be working. 

Inflation has been gradually 
slowed. -While unemploym ent 
gone up to nearly 5 percent, tbe 
chances are that tbere will not 
be a severe recession. And that, 
of course, is good news for toe 
administration. 

But not all that good. For even 
though a severe recession is avert- 
ed, the recovery looks to be very 
sluggish. There is only a alight 
lift— not a robust thrust forward — 
in sight for consumer spending and 
h ou s i n g. When the .election comes 
around, there win probably be 
considerable unemployment — per- 
haps at 5.5 percent.

Dining Out in Italy 

Simplest Dishes Can Be the Best 


,V-X. . V.iwH* . • I

f>OM23, July 15.— It is a truism 
-**- that, the simplest dishes 
are often the best, especially 
t-hnup which are nothing but 
savant combinations of un- 
cooked ingredient*. Of course, 
when no masquerade Is possible, 
the raw materials have to be 
perfect 

The paradox is that only the 
most expensive restaurants as 
a rule serve these simple dishes 
whose basic cost is com- 
paratively negligible. The Grand 
Hotel. in Rome has a splendid 
restaurant, Le RaHye, which is 
just as popular with toe public 
as with hotel guests. 

One of their irresistible 
specialities Is bressaola. It is an 
hors-d'ceuBTc but if you like to 
eat lightly on a hot day, it is 
a fine lunch all by itself. In 
the northern mountain' region 
of Italy, it is toe habit to air 
cure and dry beef. The method 
is somewhat the same as prac- 
ticed over the MQ to produce 
the more celebrated viande des 
Orisons. I find toe Italian ver- 
sion superior to the Swiss. 

At the Grand, the bressaola 
Is presented in slices so thin 
that they are almost transpa- 
rent. Segments of grapefruit 
are arranged with the meat 
along with spiky leaves of a 
tart Roman salad called rucola. 
Over all goes a dressing of oO 
and lemon and a few grinds of 
blank pepper. The color com- 
bination-toe dark red meat. 


the yellow grapefruit and the 
green rucola— is as pleasing as 
the contrapuntal harmony of 
tastes. 

Another simplicity, which the 
Grand has wisely not ignored, is 
the caprese, which consists of 
slices of sun-ripened tomatoes, 
chunks of mozarrclla cheese, 
and leaves of fresh sweet basil 
all moistened with a dressing 
of oil and lemon and black 
pepper. There is no better 
way to enjoy an Italian tomato. 
Anybody can do It at home, but 
only the most sophisticated res- 
taurants apparently are that 

considerate. 


Harry's Bar in Venice Is as 
fine an eating place as you can 
find in Italy. It has atmos- 
phere. tradition, glamor and 
chefs who are famous for their 
creamy seafood risotto, grilled 
scampi »nri fresh tagUarini. The 
triumph of toe cuisine, however, 
is a house invention of five 
years ago which requires no 
cooking at alL 

The filet to carpaccio is noth- 
ing but the ten de rest sirloin 
steak, sliced paper thin with a 
machine and served raw. The 
surface is streaked with a home- 
made mayonnaise to which a 
few drops of this and that have 
been introduced for added tang. 
Arrigo Cipriani, owner of 
Harry's Bar, is reticent about 
the composition of the mayon- 
naise although a clever palate 


might be able to define what 
goes In it. 

Despite the - fact tliat the 
carpaccio could be prepared 
anywhere (It isn't though!, an 
army of gourmets head loyally 
for Harry's and order it as a 
favorite meal with a mixed 
salad of lettuce, fennel, rucola, 
tomato and shreds of carrot.

SEC Inquiry- 
Studies Penn 
Stock Sales 

WASHINGTON, July 15 CWF).— 
The Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission has begun an Investigation 
into sales of Penn Central stock 
by top company in the 

period before the railroad's decla- 
ration of bankruptcy last month. 

Reports filed with SEC say at 
least 15 executives sold shares dur- 
ing 1969 and 1970 while the rail- 
road's stock price fell from a high 
otf 71 3/4 to a recent low of 5 8/8. 

Nevertheless, SEC officials, who 
discussed the new inquiry with 
great reluctance, said they now 
have no evidence of illegal security 
sales. 

Under law, company ‘Insiders**— 
officers, directors or investment 
analysts with a close r elationship 
to the company— are not prohibited 
from buying or selling the firm's 
stock. However, they are barred 
from altering their holdings as a 
result of information not available 
to the general public. 

In addition, “insiders” are re- 
quired to inform the SEC of any 
changes of their portfolios. 

Insider’ Sales 

To determine whether any 'in- 
sider** sales were not reported to 
the agency, the SEC will scour all 
purchases and sales of Penn Cen- 
tral stock for an unspecified period 
preceding the bankruptcy. 

The survey will apparently be 
complicated by the fart that Penn 
Central stock— like that of many 
major companles^-ls traded on a 
large number of exchanges besides 
the. New. York Stock Exchange. 

Even if SEC Investigators un- 
earth signs ■ of possible "insider 
violations" by Penn executives, it 
Is unclear whether the offending 
officials would actually be subject 
to any monetary losses. 

The full SEC would determine 
what action— if any— ought to be 
taken as a result of its findings. 
Although the SEC can suspend or 
revoke the operating authority of 
broker-dealers found to violation 
of "Insider rules,** the agency's 
power over infracts ems by enmpawy 
executives is more limited. 

Usually, the c ommissi on has gone 
to the courts to obtain an Injunc- 
tion prohibiting similar illegal, 
"inside” transactions in the future. 
Any alleged violation, however, 
could theoretically be referred to 
the Justice Department tor crim- 
inal prosecution. 


IMF to Repay Italy 

WASHINGTON, July i5 (Reu- 
ters).— The International Monetary 
Fund said today it agreed to repay 
the 8830 million Italy had lent it 
under tne General Arrangements 
to Borrow. The repayment will give 
Italy additional reserves to shore 
up the lira, which lias been weak- 
ening.

U.S. Industrial Production 
Declined 0.3 Percent in June 


WASHINGTON, July 15.— Indus- 
trial production to the United 
States declined 09 percent In June, 
the third consecutive decline and 
the ninth in the past 11 months. 

The Federal Reserve Board said 
today that its index now stood at 
168.6 percent of the 1957-59 aver- 
age. This is well below the 173.7 
percent of June, 1969. and 3.4 per- 
cent below the peak of 174.6 set last 
July. 

The Fed noted that reductions to 
business output were widespread. 

Production of business and de- 
fense equipment materials declined 
further in June and were 83 per- 
cent below last autumn's peak. 
However, production of consumer 
goods “rose slightly,” the Fed noted. 

Auto MspmhHpg were up 43 per- 
cent, running at an annual rate 
of 8.4 million units. 

Among materials, output of tom 
and steel showed -little change for 
the month, but production of con- 
struction materials and most non- 
durable materials was down. 

Output of rubber products show- 
ed a recovery from the curtailed 
levels of May, toe Fed. said, due to 
the settlement of labor disputes. 


Inventories Decline 
WASHINGTON, July 15 (NYT). 
—Tbtal US. business inventories 
declined by $275 million to May, 
the second largest drop to nine 
years. 


The decline was accompanied by 
a sizable increase m total business 
sales. Thus, the key ratio of in- 
ventories to sales dropped from 
1.60 in April to 138 to May, 

Inventory reduction is a classic 
feature of a business recession. In 
one other month this year, Jan- 
uary, stocks were also reduced, in 
that case by $290 million. The 
largest previous cut to inventories 
was $530 million to March, 1961, 
toward the end of the 1960-61 re- 
cession. 

Total business sales in May rose 
by $710 million to $10533 bUHon. 
This occurred despite a decline of 
$220 minimi in retail sales, with 
all figures seasonally adjusted. 

The grand total of inventories at 
toe end of May was $16794 billion, 
down from $16831 billion to April.

One of the best collections of 
bridge deals ever published, and 
almost certainly the biggest, ap- 
peared. last month. It is a 
series of four paperbotmd books 
by Alfred Shelnwold published 
by Pocket Books at 75 cents. 

Each contains 91 dais, pre- 
sented in a formal that permits 
the reader to pretficfc the bidding 
and plan the play before read- 
ing the author's incisi ve and 
helpful comments. Any Inter- 
mediate player can improve his 
game by carefully studying the 
advice offered -.by one of the 
world's top player-writers. 

The diagramed deal from 
“The Pocket Book of Bridge 
Pozzies, Number 2" looks sim- 
ple, but few players would get 
it right. 8helnwold heads It 
“Don’t open door to opponent," 
and his introduction reads: 
"When the wolf is buffing and 
puffing outside your home, don't 
go around opening doors. There’s 
no tastier riinh. to a wolf, than 
bridge player on toast” 

Most players would reach four 
spades with the North-South 
hands, and the sequence shown 
is as good as any. South might 
choose to raise the diamond 
response instead of rebidding 
spades, in which case North 
would show delayed spade sup- 
port and South would continue 
to game. 

The natural lead for West was 
the queen of hearts, which 
South won with the ace. With 
excessive confidence he led a 
dub to dummy and led the eight 
of spades for a finesse. This 
opened a door lor West, who 
took his king and led another 
club, guided by the fact that 
East had signaled with the 
queen on the first round of the 
suit. 


When South had drawn 
trumps he had to play dia- 
monds, and the defenders were 
in a position to take a trick 
in each suit, for down one. Ana 
the declarer had only h<Tn<a»Tf 
to blame. He should hare seen 
that he could afford to lose a 
trump trick, but that he could 
not afford to lose a club trick.

r Faust trying to tell us some- 
thing? 

Dan Wakefield’s book Is as 
different as 'chalk is from 
cheese: modest, contained, very 
funny In a rueful, unfunny 
way. It makes Us points as 
effectively as does Mr. Faust’s, 
but deftly, softly, without em- 
phasis.. On the surface it is 
about two young men coming 
of age. a theme that goes back 
at least to the of Tele- 

machus, who starts out weeping 
futilely at those despoiling his 
father's goods and ends with his 
slaughtering them in the great 
halL It’s a time of transition, 
with all its doubts, hesitancies 
and false starts. But a single 
insight, a single experience can 
point to the way. It may not 
be the way of course, but at 
least it enables the two to shuck 
off doubts and start living. 

That is the mare obvious 
pattern in the book. But woven 
in are darker strands: the sus- 
picious. intolerant, prejudiced, 
conforming life, that is part of 
.Midwestern America. A fear- 
ridden society. It rejects what 
it doesn't understand Self- 
righto us, it sweeps its own evils 
under the rug while it points 
a stem finger at others.

Nation, the smasher, the lady with the 
hatchet, the loving home defender." 

John Ford. 73. speaking from the steps 
of the faded yellow home from which 
Mrs. Nation launched her campaign 
against drinking in 1900, declares: “The 
WCTU could sure use a half dozen human 
tornadoes like her today. We'd like to 
see prohibition, again, but it looks pretty 
grim. The women of America have let 
Carry down." 

Before Mr. Ford and his wife. Ethel. 
65. were hired five years ago as care- . 
takers of the Carry Nation home in this 
small southern Kansas town, they had to 
sign a document saying they were never 
drinkers. 

Carry Nation lived in. the little house 
in Medicine Lodge for 13 years, from 1889 
to 1902. “She and her second' husband 
came here from Kentucky when Mr. Na- 
tion took charge of the Medicine Lodge 
Christian Church." explained Mr. Ford. 

It was in the bedroom of the modest 
home, now filled with memorabilia of the 
chief architect of prohibition, that Mrs. 
Nation said she received a divine man- 
date on June 5, 1900. 


In her biography. Mrs. Nation told how 
she threw herself face down on her bed 
that night and offered herself to the Lord 
to save the country from , the evils of 
alcoholism. 


*T was awakened by a voice saying: 
'Go to Kiowa. Go to Kiowa, m stand by 
you!'" she wrote. The next day she. 
hitched her horse. Prince, to a buggy, 
rode the 22 miles to Kiowa, Kan~ and' 
smashed three saloons' with a hatchet 
She slashed through the saloons with 
vengeance shouting as tire wielded her 
hatchet; 

"They who tarry at the wine cup 
They know sorrow. They have woe." 

Flushed with her initial success, she set 
out for Wichita, Kaxu dressed in her best 
alpaca dress, black cotton stockings, 
heavy square-toed shoes, black bonnet 
and navy blue cape. 

She stormed the plush Carey Bar, 
hurled a hatchet Into an ornate $1,500 
mirror, shattered whisky bottles and 
slashed the nude painting “Cleopatra at 
the Bath." She shouted: “Peace on earth. 
Good win to men. I*m a soldier of the 
cross.” 

Overnight Carry A. Nation became a 
household word. 

For the next ll years Carry Nation 
waged her personal war, joined by legions 
of ' hatchet-wielding women smashing 
saloons in scores of cities across the land. 
She carried her campaign to Mexico, 
Canada. England and Scotland. . 

“This was one of Carry Nation's favor- 
ite hatchets," said Mr. Ford, grabbing 
one of the weapons from a display case. 
“Here’s a rye crock she punched holes 
in during her first raids in Kiowa." 
added Mrs. Ford. “This valise she pack- 
ed with her all along her whirlwind trail 
of smashed saloons—carried it with her 
the 33 times she went to jail," Mr. Ford 
said. 

In the house are smashed mirrors and 


other souvenirs of. Mrs. Nation's cam- 
paign. There are hat pins and purses 
used in battle. 

. "You know the reason she got so work- 
ed up about the evils of drinking?" asked 
the caretaker as he conducted a tour 
through the shrine. “It was because of 
Charlie; her first husband. Dr. Charles 
Gloyd was a Civil War surgeon. He was 
potted when he led Carry to the altar. 
Eighteen months later he filled a drunk- 
ard's grave.” 

The Fords didn't mention that Mrs. 
Nation’s second husband, the Rev. David 
Nation, a minister-editor, divorced the 
fiery prohibitionist on the grounds of 
desertion during the height of her cam- 
paign. 

Following the divorce the house was 
sold by Mrs. Nation. She used the money 
as a down .payment on her home for 
dr unkar ds* wives and mothers She built 
in Kansas City. 

Carry Nation's last words when she 
died at 65. on Jan. 13, 1911, were: "I have 
done what I could." She lived neither to 
see the enactment of the liquor prohibi- 
tion amendment to the Constitution in 
1919 nor its repeal in 1933. 

“She was burled beside her first hus- 
band in Belton, Ma_” said Mr. Ford. 

The tomhstone of one of America’s 
most fanatical female demonstrators car- 
ries her final words. The inscription 
reads: 

“Carry A. Nation 

“Faithful to the cause of 
Prohibition 

“She hath done what she could."
